All manner of Perſons then preſent, ſhall reve- 
rently kneel upon their knees when the general Confeſlion , Letany, 
and other Prayers are read ; and ſhall ſtand up at the {aying of the 
Belief, according to the Rules in that behalf preſcribed in the Book 
of Common-Prayer : And likewiſe when in time- of Divine Service 
the Lord Jeſns ſhall be mentioned , due and lowly Reverence lhail be 
done by all Perſons preſent , as it hath been accuſtomed ; teſtifying 
by theſe Outward Ceremonies and Geſtures, their inward Humility, 
Chriſtian Reſolution, and due acknowledgement, that the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, the true Eternal Son of God, is the only Saviour of the 
World, in whem alone all the Mercies, Graces and Promiſes of God 
to Mankind , for this Life and the Life to come, are fully and wholly 
comprized.

at the times both of Prayer and Preaching , wear with their Surplices 
ſuch Hoods as are agreeable to their Degrees. | 


XK XVI. Notorious Offenaers not tobe admitted to the Communion. }. 


N O Miniſter ſhall in any wiſe admit to the receiving of the holy 
Communion, any of his Cureor Flock which be openly known 
to live in {in notorious without Repentance , nor any who. haye mali- 
ciouſly and openly contended with their Neighbours, until they {hall 
be reconciled : Nor any Churchwardens or Side-men, who having 
taken their Oaths to preſent to their- Ordinaries all ſuch Publick Of- 
fences as they are particularly charged to enquire of in their ſeveral 
Pariſhes,. (hall (notwithſtanding their ſaid Oaths, and that their faith- 
ful diſcharging of them is the chief means whereby publick Sins and 
Offences may be reformed and punithed ) wittingly and willingly , 
deiperately and irreligiouſly incur the horrible Crime of Perjury, 
eit..er in negleCting or in refuſing to preſent ſuch of the ſaid Enoxmi- 
ties and Publick Offences, as they. kgow themſelves to be committed 
in their ſaid Pariſhes, or are notoriouſly. offenſive to the Congregation 
there, although they be urged by ſome of their Neighbours, or by 
their Miniſter, or-by their Ordinary himſelf, to diſcharge their Conſci- 
ences by preſenting of them , and not to.incur Io deſperately the ſaid 
horrible Sin of .Perjury. | 7 OT: | 


X XVII. Schiſmaticks not to be admitred tothe Communion, Palins 


N? Miniſter when he celebrateth the Communion , ſhall witting- 
ly adminiſter the ſame to any but to ſuch as kneel, under' pain 
of Suſpenſion, nor under the like pain to any that refuſe to be preſent 
at Publick Prayers , according to the Orders of the Church of Eng- 
land, nor to any that are common and notorious Depravers of the 
Book of Common-Prayer , and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
and of the Orders, Rites, and Ceremonies thercin preſcribed, or of 
any 
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any thing that is contained in any of the Articles agreed upon in the 
Convocation,One thouſand five hundred fixty and two,or of any thing 
contained in the Book of ordering Prieſts and Biſhops, or to any that 
have ſpoken againſt and depraved His Majeſty's Sovereign Authority 
in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical; except every ſuch Perſoa ſhall firſt acknow- 
ledge to the Miniſter before the Church-wardens , his repentance for 
the ſame ,, and promiſe by word (if he cannot write) that he will do 
ſo no more; and except (if he can write) he ſhall firſt do the ſame 
under his Hand-writing , to be delivered to the Miniſter, - and by him 
ſent to the Biſhop of the Diaceſs, or Ordinary of the Place. Pro- 
vided, That every Miniſter ſo repelling any (as is ſpecified either in 
this or in the next precedent Conſtitution) ſhall upon complaint, or 
being required by the Ordinary , ſignifie the cauſe thereof unto him, 
and therein obey his Order and DireQion. 


X XVIII. Strangers not to be admitted to the Communion. 


H E Church-wardens or Quyeſt-men , and their Aſſiſtants, ſhall 
mark as wellas the Miniſter , whether all and every of the Pa- 
riſhioners come ſo often every Year to the holy Communion , as the 
Laws and our Conſtitutions do require: And whether any Strang- 
ers come often and commonly from other Pariſhes to their Church, 
and ſhall ſhew their Miniſter of them, leſt perhaps they be admitted 
to the Lord's Table amongſt others, which they ſhall forbid, and re- 
mit ſuch home to their own Pariſh Churches and Miniſters, there to 
receive the Communion with the reſt of their own Neighbours. 


X x IX. Fathers not to be Godfathers in Baptiſm , nor Children not 


Communicants. 


O Parent ſhall be urged to be preſent, nor be admitted to anſwer 

as Godfather for his own Child : nor any Godfather or God- 

mother ſhall be ſuffered to make any other Anſwer or Speech, than 

by the Book of: Common-Prayer is preſcribed in that behalf :' Nei- 

ther ſhall. any Perſon be admitted Godfather or Godmother to any 

Child at Chriſtening or Confirmation , before the ſaid Perſon ſo un-. 
dertaking hath received the holy Communion. 
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X X X. The-lawful ufc of the Croſs in Baptiſm explained, 


\V/4 VE are ſorry that His Majeſty's moſt Princely care.and pains. 
taken in the Conference at Hampton Court , amongft many 
other Points, touching this one of the Croſs in Baptiſn , hath'taken 
No better effect with many , but that ſtill the uſe of it in.Baptiſm is 
10 greatly ſtuck at and impugned. For the further declaration 
therefore of the true-uſe of this Ceremony , and for the removing 
of all fach fcruple as might any ways trouble 'the Conſriences of 
them who. are {indeed rightly Religious , following the royal Steps 
of our moſt worthy King, becauſe he therein followeth the Rules of 
the Scriptures, and the Practice of. the Primitive Church; ' we do 
commend to all the true Members of the:Church of -Ezglard i theſe 
our DireCtions and Obſervations enſuing. 

Firſt, .It is tobe Obſerved, That although the Jews and Ethnicks 
derided both the Apoſtles, and the reſt of the Chriſtians, for preach - 
Ing and 'believing in him who was crucified upon'the Croſs ; yet all, 
both Apoſtles and Chriſtians, were ſo far trom being diſcouraged 
from their Profeſſion by the Ignominy of the Croſs , as they rather 
rejoyced and triumphed in .it. Yea, the holy Ghoſt, by the'mouths 
of the Apoſtles, did :honour the Name of the Croſs ('being hateful 
among the Jews) ſo far , that under it he comprehended not only 
Chriſt crucified , but the force, effects.and merits of his Death and 
Pafſicn, with all the Comforts, Fruits and Promiſes which we 'receive 
or expect thereby. 157y -—_ 

Secondly, The honour and dignity of the Name of the Croſs, be- 
gat a reverend- Eftimation -even- in -the Apoſtle's rimes , (forqught 
that is known to the contrary).of the Sign of the Croſs, which the 
Chriſtians ſhortly after uſed in all their ACtions, thereby making an 
outward ſhew and profeſlion, even.to the Aftoniſhment of -the Jews, 
That they were not aſhamed to acknowledge him for thei Lord and 
Saviour, who died-for them upon the Crods. ' Ant this Stgn they did 
Hot” only uſe themſelves with a'kind of glory , when They met.with 
any jews, but Signed therewith their Children when'they' were Chri- 
ſtened, to dedicate them by that badge to 'his'Service, whoſe Benefits 
beſtowed upon them in Baptiſm, the name of theEroſs did repre- 
ſent. And this uſe of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm was held in 
the Primitive Church , as well by the Greeks as the Larins , with one 
conſent and great applauſe. At what time, if any had oppoſed them- 

ſelves againſt it, they would certainly have been cenſured as — 
0 
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of the Name of the Croſs, and conſequently of Chriſt's Merits; the 
Sign- whereof: they could no better endure. This continual and ge- 
neral uſe of the Sign of the-Crols, is evident by many Teſtimonies of 
the Ancient Fathers. 

Thirdly, It mult'be confeſſed, that in proceſs of Time the Sign of 
the Croſs -was greatly abuſed in the Church of Rome, eſpecially after 
that corruption of Popery had-once poſſeſſed it. But the abuſe of a 
thing doth not-take away the lawful uſe of it. Nay, fo far was it 
fromthe purpoſe of' the Church of England to forfake and rejett the 
Churches-of Jtaly, France, Spain, Germany, or any ſach'like Churches, 
in all things-whicnh they held and pratiſed', that, as the Apology of 
the Church of England-confeſſeth; it doth with reverence retain thoſe 
Ceremonies which do neither endamage the Churchrof God , nor of- 
fend the- minds of ſober men: and only departed 'fromthem'in thoſe 
particular Points, . wherein they were fallen both from themſelves'in 
their Ancient-Integrity, and'from the 7 m—raas Churches which 
were their firſt: Founders. In which reſpe&', amongſt ſome other 
very-Ancient Ceremonies; the'Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm hatrbeen- 
retainedin-this Thurch , both'by_ theJudgment- and PraCtice of* thoſe- 
reverend Fathers and great Drvines inthe Days of King Edward the. 
Sixth , of whonr ſome conſtantly- ſiffered 'for the Profeſſion of the. 
Truth-;/ and'others/being exited in the time of ' Queen Aary, did after 
their return, inthe beginning of the-Reign of' our late Dread Sove-* 
reign, continually defend and uſe the ſame: This Reſolution and Pra- 
Etice of our Church hath been allowed and approved by the cenſure 
uponthe Communion. Book,.in King Edward. the-Sixth. his Days, and- 
by the Harmony of Confeſſions gf later Years : becauſe indeed the 
uſe of this Sign in Baptiſm was ever accompanied here with ſuch 
ſufficient Cautions and: Exceptions againſtall Popiſly Siperftition /an&* 
Error. as in the like Caſes are either fit or convenient. 

Firſt, The Charch of Ergland ſince the aboliſhing of Popery 
hath-ever: held? and* taught”. and*ſo doth” hold and teach ſtill, That 
the Sign of the Croſs uſed in Baptiſm, is no part of the Subſtanc 
that Sacrament : For:when the Minifter-dipping the Tnfant;in Wate 
ot laying- Water upon the- face'of-it, (as the manner; alſdi9 hit 
pronounced theſe Words, 1 baptize thee in'the Name of the.

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Secondly , It is apparent, in the Communion: Book, that the Infant 
Baptized 1s by virtue of Baptiſm , before it be Signed with the Sign 
of the Crofs, received into the Congregation of Chriſt's Flock , as a 
perfeft Member thereof, and not by any power aſcribed unto the 
Sign of the Croſs. So that for the very remembrance of the Croſs, 
which is very precious to 2ll them that rightly believe in Jeſu Chriſt, 
and in the other reſpets mentioned , the Church of England hath 
retained ſill the Sign of it in Baptiſm : following therein the Pri- 
mitive and Apoſtolical Churches, and accounting it a lawful outward 
Ceremony and honourable Badge , whereby the Infant is dedicated to 
the Service of him that died upon the Croſs, as by the Words uſed 
in the Book of Common Prayer, it may appear. 

Laſtly , The uſe of the Sign of the Croſs in Baptiſm , being thus 
purged from all Popiſh Superſtition and. Error, and reduced in the 
Church of England to the primary Inſtitution of it, upon thoſe true 
Rules of Doctrine concerning things indifferent, which are conſo-. 
nant to the Word of God, and the Judgments of all the Ancient Fa- 
thers, we hold it the part of every private man, both Miniſter and 0+ 
ther, reverently to retain the true uſe of it preſcribed by Publick 
Authority conſidering that things of themſclves indifferent , do in 
ſome ſort alter their Natures, when they are either commanded or 
forbidden by a lawful Magiſtrate, and may not be omitted at every 
man's pleaſure contrary to the Law , when they be commanded, nor 
uſed when they are prohibited. 


Miniſters, their Ordination, Function and Charge. 


XXXL Four Solemn Times appointed for the making of Miniſters. 


Oraſmuch as the Ancient Fathers of the Church , ted by Ex- 
ample of the. Apoſtles, appointed Prayers and Falts. tobe uſed 
at the Solemn ordering of Miniſters ; and to that purpoſe al- 


lotted certain times, in which only Sacred Orders might be given or 


conferred.: We, following their holy and religious Example, do con- 


ſtitute and decree., That no Deacons. or Miniſters be made and or- - 


dained, but only upon the — immediately following Fejunia qua- 
rxor temporim , commonly called Ember-weeks , appointed in Ancient 
time 
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time for Prayer and Faſting , (purpoſely for this canſe at their firſt 
Inſtitution) and fo continued at this Day in the Church of England. 
And that this be done in the Cathedral or Pariſh-Church where the 
Biſhop reſideth , and inthe time of Divine Service, in the preſence 
not only of the Arch-deacon ,, but of the Dean and two Prebendaries. 
at the leaſt, or (if they ſhall happen by any lawful cauſe to be lett or 
hindred) in the preſence of four other grave Perſors , being Maſters 
of Arts at the leaſt, and allowed for Publick Preachers. 


RKXXlIl. None to be made Deacon and Minifter both in one Day.. | 


'T HE Office of Deacon being a ſtep or degree to the Miniſtery, 
according to the Judgment of the Ancient Fathers, and the Pra- 
Ctice of the Primitive Chuech z; We do ordaia and appoint, That 
hereafter no Biſhop: ſhall make any Perſon , of what qualities or 
gifts ſoever , a Deacon and a Miniſter both together upon one day ;, 
but that the order in that behalf preſcribed in the Book of making 
and conſecrating Biſhops , Prieſts and. Deacons ,, be ſtritly obſerved. 
Not that always every Deacon. ſhould be kept from the Miniftery for. 
a whole Year, when the Biſhop ſhall find good cauſe to the contrary ; 
but that there being now four times appointed in every Year for the 
Ordination of Deacons-and Miniſters , there may ever be ſome time 


of trial of their behaviour in the Office of Deacon , before they be. 


admitted to the Order of Prieſthood, 
XXKXLIII. The Titles of ſuch as are to be made Minifters.. 


I; hath been long ſince provided by many Decrees of the Ancient 
Fathers, that none ſhould be admitted either Deacan or. Prieſt,who., 
had not firſt ſome certain place where he might. uſe his Function. 
According to which Examples we do ordain , that henceforth no Per- 
ſon ſhall be admitted into Sacred.Orders;, except he fhall at that time 
exhibit to the _ of whom he deſireth Impoſition of hands, a 
Preſentation of himſelf to ſome Eccleſiaſtical Preferment then void in 
that Dioceſs :. or ſhall bring to the ſaid Biſhop a true and undoubted 
Certificate,that either he is pravided of ſome Church within the ſaid 
Dioceſs , where he. may. attend, the cure of Souls, or of ſome Mini- 
ſters place vacant, either in” the Cathedral Church of that Dioceſs, 
or in ſome other Collegiate Church therein alſo fituate , where he 
may execute his Miniſtery :- or ; that, he is a Fellow, or in right as a 
Fellow ,. or to be':a Conduct} of Chaplain in ſome Colledge in Pura 
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bridge or Oxford :- or except he 'be- a. Maſter of Arts of five: years. 
ſtanding, that liveth- of his own Charge in either of the Univerſities: 
or except by the Biſhop himſelf, that doth-ordain.-him 'Minilſter, he be 
ſnortly after to be admitted either to ſome -Benefice or. Curatſhip then 
void. And if any-Biſhop ſhall admit-any Perſon into the Miniſtery 
that hath none of theſe Titles, as is- aforeſaid, then he ſhall:keep and 
maintain him with all things neceſlary;, till-he do-prefer him to ſome 
Eccleſiaſtical Living: - And-if the Taid Biſhop ſhall refuſeſo to do., he 
jhall be ſuſpended by the Archbiſhop, being aſliſted with another Bi- 
ſnop, from giving of Orders by the ſpace of a Year.

N O- Biſhop ſhall henceforth admit any-Perſon into Sacred' Orders, 
which 1s not of his own Diocels, except he beeither of one of 
the Univerſities of this Realm, or except he ſhall bring Letters Di- 
miſſory (lo termed) from the Biſhop of whoſe Dioceſs he is:, and de- 
tiring to be a Deacon;, is three-and- twenty years-old:;, and to be a.

Realm, and be a publick and ſufficient Preacher Licenſed. Provided 
always, That he be by a good and ſufficient Caution bound to make his 


- perſonal Reſidence in each his ſaid Benefices for ſome reaſorable time 


inevery year: And that the ſaid Benefices be not more than thirty miles 
diſtant aſunder: and laſtly, that he have under kim .in the Benefice 
where he doth not reſi'e, a Preacher lawfully allowed, that is able fut- 
fictently to teach and inſtruct rhe People.

XLII. Reſidence of Deans in their Churches. 


Pe Dean, Maſter or Warden, or chief Governour of any Cathe- 

dral or Collegiate Church , ſhall be reſident in his ſaid Cathedral 
or Collegiate Church fourſcore and ten days Conjunttim or Diviſim in 
every Year at the leaſt, and then ſhall continue there in Preaching the 
Word of God, and keeping good Hoſpitality, except he ſhall be other- 
wiſe let with weighty and urgent Cauſes to be _ by the Bi- 
ſhop of the Diocels, or in any other lawful ſort diſpenſed with. And 
when he is is preſent, He, with the reſt of the Canons or Prebendaries 
reſident, ſhall take ſpecial Care , that the Statutes and laudable Cu- 
ſtoms of their Church, (not being contrary to the Word of God, or 
Prerogative Royal) The Statutes of this Realm being in force concer- 
ning Eccleſiaſtical Order, and all other Conſtitutions now ſet forth 
and confirmed by his Majeſty's Authority, and ſuch as ſhall be lawfully 
enjoyned by the Biſhopof the Dioceſs, in his Viſitation, according to 
the Statutes and Cuſtoms of the fame Church, or the Ecclefialtical 
Laws of this Realm, be diligently obſerved, and that the petty Canons, 
Vicars choral, and other Miniſters of their Church, be urged to the 
Study of the Holy Scriptures and every one of them to have the New 
Teſtament not only in Engliſh, but alſo in Latin. 


XLIII. Deans and Prebendarjes to Preach during their Refidence. 


FT HE Dean, Maſter, Warden or chief Governour, Prebendaries 
and Canons in every Cathedral and Collegiate Church ſhall not 
only Preach there in their own Perſons fo often as they are bound by 
Law, Statute, Ordinance or Cuſtom, but ſhall likewiſe Preach in other 
Churches of the ſame Dioceſs where they are Reſident, and eſpecially 
in thoſe Places whence they or their Church receive any yearly Rents 
or Profits. And in caſe they themſelves be ſick, or lawfully abſent, 
they ſnall ſubſtitute ſach licenſed Preachers to ſupply their turns,as by 
the Biſhop of the Dioceſs ſhall be thought meet to Preach in Cathedral 
Chnrches. And if any otherwiſe neglet or omit to ſupply his Courſe, 
as is aforeſaid, the Offender ſhall be puniſhed by the Biſhop, or by 
him or them to whom the Juriſdiction of that Church appertaineth, ac- 
cording to the Quality of the Offence. 


XLIV. 
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XLIY. Prebenaaries tobe reſident upon their Benefices. .. 


O Prebendariesnor Canons in Cathedral or Collegiate Churches, 
N having one or more Benefices with Cure,(and not being Reſiden- 
riaries in the ſame Cathedral ar Collegiate Eharches) all under co- 
lour af their {aid Prehends, abſent themſelves from their Benefices with 
Cure aboye the ſpace af one Month in the Year, unleſs it _be for ſome 
urgent Cauſe, and certain time to be allowed by the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſs. And ſuch of the ſaid Canons and Preþendaries as by the Ordi- 
nances of the Tathedral or Collegiate Churches do ſtand bound ro 
be Reſident in the ſame, ſhall ſo among themſelves ſort and propor- 
tion the times of the Year, concerning Reſidence to be kept in the ſaid 
Churches, as that ſome of them always ſhall be perſonally Reſident 
there: and that all thoſe who be, or ſhall be Reſidentigries in any Ca- 
thedral or Collegiate Church,ſhall after the dayswf their Reſidency ap- 
pointed by their local Statutes or Cuſtomsexpired, preſently repair to 
their Benefices, or ſome one of them, or to ſome other charge where 
the Law requireth their Preſence there to diſcharge their Duties accor- 
ding to the Laws in that Caſe provided. And the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſs ſhall ſee the ſame to be duly perfqrmed and put in Execution. 


XLV. Beneficed Preachers being Reſident upon their Livings, 
to Preach every Sunday, 


PÞ'& Beneficed man allowed to be a Preacher, and reſiding on his 
4 Benefice, having no lawful Impediment, ſhall in his own Cure, 
or in ſome other Church or Chappel wherehe may conveniently, near 
adjoyning (where no Preacher is) preach one Sermon every Sunday of 
the Year, wherein he ſhall ſoberly and ſincerely divide the Word of 


Truth to the glory of God, and to the beſt Edification of the People. 
XLVI. Beneficed men, not Preachers, to procure monthly Sermons. 


7 Very Beneficed man, not allowed to be a Preacher, . ſhall procure 
Ly Sermons to be Preached in his Cure once in every Mon at the 
leaſt, by Preachers lawfully Licenſed, if his Living in the Judgment 
of the Ordinary, will be able tobear it. And upon every Sunday when 
there ſhall not be a Sermon preached in his Cure, he or his.Curate ſhall 
read ſome one of the Homilies preſcribed, or to be preſcribed by Au- 


thority to the intents aforeſaid.

Þ'< Beneficed man Licenſed by the Laws of this Realm, upon ur- 

Occaſions of other Service not to reſide upon his Benefice, 
ſhall cauſe his Cure to be ſupplied by a Curate that is a ſufficient and 
Licenſed Preacher, if the worth of the Benefice will bear it. ' But who- 
ſoever hath two Benefices ſhall maintain a Preacher Licenſed, in the 
Benefice where he doth not reſide, except he preach himſelf at both of 
them uſually. 


XLVIII. None to be Curates but allowed by the Biſhop, 


O Curate or Miniſter ſhall be permitted to ſerve in any Place, 
N without Examinationand Admiſſion of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs 
or Ordinary of the Place having Epiſcopal Jurisſdiftion, in Writing 
under his Hand and Seal, having reſpect to the greatneſs of the Cure, 
and meetneſs of the Party. And the faid Curates and Miniſters, if 
they remove from one Dioceſs to another, ſhall not be by any means 
admitted to ſerve without Teſtimony of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or 
Ordinary of the Place as aforeſaid, whence they came,in Writing,of their 
Honeſty, Ability, and Conformity to the Eccleſiaſtical Laws of the 
Church of England. Nor any fhall ſerve more than one Church or Cha- 
pel upon one day, Except that Chapel be a Member of the Pariſh Church, 
or united thereunto z/ and unleſs the ſaid Church or Chapel where ſuch 
a Miniſter ſnall ſervein two places, be not able in the Judgment of the 
Biſhop or Ordinary as aforeſaid, to maintain a Curate. 


XLIX. Afinifters not allowed Preachers may not Expound. 


O Perſon whatſoever not examined and approved by the Biſhop 
N of the Dioceſs, or not Licenſed as is aforeſaid, for a ſufficient or 
convenient Preacher, ſhall take upon him to Expound in his own Cure 
or elſewhere, any Scripture or matter of DoCtrine, but ſhall only ſtudy 
to read plainly and aptly (without gloſling or adding) the Homilies al- 
ready ſet forth,or hereafter to be publiſhed by Lawful Authority, for 
the Confirmation of the true Faith, and for the good Inſtruftion and 
Edification of the People.

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L. Strangers not admitted to Preach without ſhewing their Licence, 


Either the Miniſter, Church -wardens, nor any other Officers of 

the Church, ſhall ſuffer any man to preach within their Chur- 

ches or Chapels, but ſuch as by ſhewing their Licence to Preach, ſhall 
appear unto them to be ſufficiently authorized thereunto, as is afore- 


fad, 


LI. Strangers not admitted to Preach in Cathedral Churches without 
ſufficient Authority. 


H E Deans, Preſidents, and Reſidentiaries of any Cathedral or 

Collegiate Church, ſhall ſuffer no Stranger to Preach unto the 
People in their Churches, except they be allowed by the Archbiſhop 
of the Province, or by the Biſhop of the ſame Dioceſs, or by either of 
the Univerſities. Andifany in his Sermon ſhall publiſh any DoCtrine, 
either ſtrange or diagreeing from the Word of God, or from any of 
the Articles of Religion agreed upon in the Convocation Houſe, 4nno 
1562. or from the Book of Common Prayers,the Dean or the Reſidents 
ſhall by their Letters ſubſcribed with ſome of their Hands that heard 
him, ſo ſoon as may be, give notice of the ſame to the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, that he may determine the Matter, and take ſuch Ocder there- 
in as he ſhall think convenient. 


LII. The Names of Strange Preachers to be notedin a Book, 


"i HAT the Biſhop may underſtand (if Occaſion ſo require) what 
Sermons are made in every Church of his Dioceſs, and who pre- 
ſame to preach without Licence,the Church-wardens and Side-men ſhall 
ſee that the Names of all Preachers which come to their Church from 
any other Place, be noted ina Book, which they ſhall have ready for 
that Purpoſe: wherein every Preacher ſhall ſubſcribe his Name, the 
Day wherein he preached, and the Name of the Biſhop of whom he 


had Licence to Preach. 


LIII. No Publick, Oppoſition between Preachers. 


J]* any Preacher ſhall in the Pulpit particularly, or namely of pur-

he hath acquainted the Biſhop of the Dioceſs therewith, and received 
Order what to da in that Caſe,becauſe upon ſuck pyblickand Diſſenting 
and contradicting, there may grow much Offence and Diſquietneſs unto 
the People: the Church-wardens or Party grieved ſhall forthwith fig» 
nifie the ſame to the ſaid Biſhep, and nat ſuffer the ſaid Preacher any

LIV. The Licences of Preachers refuſing Conformity, to be void. 


þ any man Licenſed heretofore to Preach,by any Archbiſhop, Biſhop, 

or by either of the Univerſities, ſhall at any time from henceforth 
refuſe to conform himſelf to the Laws, Ordinances, and-Rites Eccle- 
fiaſtical eſtabliſhed in the Church of Englard, he ſhall be admoniſhed by 
the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or Ordinary of the Place, to ſubmit him- 
felf to the Uſe and due Exerciſe of the ſame. And af after ſuch Admo- 
nition, he do not conform himſelf within the ſpace of one Month, We 
determine and decree, That the Licence of every ſuch Preacher ſhall 
thereupon beutterly void and of none effect. 


L V. The Form of a Prayer to be uſed by all Preachers before thejr Sermons, 


Efore all Sermons, Lectures and Honmulies, the Preachers and Mi- 
B niſters ſhall move the People to joyn with them in Prayer, in this 
Form or to-this effeCt;as briefly as conveniently they may. Yeſhall pray 
for Chriſt's holy Catholick Church, that is, for the whole Congrega- 
tion of Chriſtian People diſperſed throughout the whale World,and e- 
ſpecially for the Churches of Exgland,Scotland and Ireland. And herein I 
require you moſt eſpecially to pray for the Kings moſt excellent Maje- 
ſty, our Soveraingn Lord F AMES, King of England, Scotland, 
France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, and Supream Governor in 
theſe his Realms, and all other his Dominions and Countreys, over all 
Perſons, in all Cauſes, as well Eccleſiaſtical as Temporal. Ye ſhall al- 
ſo pray for our gracious Queen Azzxe, the Noble Prince ZENRY, and 
the reſt of the King and Queens Royal Iſſue. Ye ſhall alſo pray for the 
Miniſters of Gads holy Word and Sacraments, aswell A and 
Biſhops, 
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Biſhops, as other Paſtors and Curates. Ye ſhall alſo pray for the Kings 
moſt hdhourable Council, and for all-the Nobility and Magiſtrates of this 
Realm, that all and every of theſe in their ſeveral Callings, may ſerve 
truly and painfully to the glory of God, and the edifying and well 
governing of his People, remembring the Acconnt that they muſt 
make. Alſo ye ſhall pray for the whole Cominons of this Realm, that 
they may live in the true Faith and Fear of God, in humble Obedience 
tothe King, and Brotherly Charity one to another. Finally let ns praiſe 
God for all thoſe which are departed out of this Life in the Faith of 
Chriſt, and pray unto God that we may have Grace to direct our 
Lives after their good Example: that this life ended, we may be made 
Partakers with them of the glorious ReſurreQtion in the Life everlaſt- 
ing; always concluding with the Lord's Prayer. 


LYI. Preachers and Leftnrers to read Divine Service, and adminiſter the 
Sacraments twice a year at the ltaft, 


F'& Miniſter being poſſeſſed of a Benefice, that hath Cure and 
Charge of Souls, althongh he chiefly attend to Preaching, and 
hath a Curate under him to execute the other Duties which are to be 
ormed for him in the Church,and likewiſe every other ſtipendiary 
cher that readeth any LeCture, or catechiſeth or preacheth in any 
Church or Chappel,fhall twice at the leaſt every year read himſelf the 
Divine Service upon two feveral Sundays publickly, and at the nſual 
times,both in the Fore-noon and After-noon in the Church which he ſo 
ſeſſeth, or where he Readeth, Catechiſeth, or Preacheth, as isafore- 
faid, and ſhall likewiſe as often in every year adminiſter the Sacraments 
of Baptiſm (if there be any to be baptized) and of the Lords Supper, 
in ſuch Manner and Form, and with the Obſervation of all ſuch Rites 
and Ceremonies as are preſcribed by the Book of Common-Prayer in 
that behalf: which if he do not accordingly perform, then ſhall he that 
is poſleſſed of a Benefice (as before) be fuſpended: and he that is but 
a Reader, Preacher, or Catechifer, be removed from his Place by the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs, until he or they ſhall ſubmit themſelves to per- 
form all the faid Duties , in fuch manner and fort as before is pre- 


ſcribed. 
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LYII. TheSacraments nor ro be refuſed at the bands of un- 
preaching Miniſters. 


ww Hereas divers Perſons ſeduced by falſe Teachers, do refuſe to have 

their Children baptized by a Miniſter that is no Preacher, and to 
receive the Holy Communion at his hands inthe ſame reſpect, as though 
the Vertue of thoſe Sacraments did depend upon his Ability ro preach : 
Foraſmuch as the DoCtrine both of Baptiſm and of the Lord's Supper is 
ſo ſufficiently ſet down in the Book of Common-Prayer to be uſed at the 
Adminiſtration of the ſaid Sacraments, as nothing can be added un- 
to it that is material or neceſſary : We do require and charge eyery 
ſuch Perſon ſeduced as aforeſaid, to reform that their Wilfulneſs, and 
to ſubmit himſelf to the Order of the Church in that behalf, both the 
faid Sacraments being equally effectual, whether they be miniſtred by 
a Miniſter that is no Preacher, or by one that is a Preacher. Andif 
any hereafter ſhall offend herein, or leave their own Pariſh Churches 
in that reſpect, and communicate, or cauſe their Children to be bapti- 
zedin other Pariſhes abroad, and willnot be. moved thereby to reform 
that their Error and unlawful Courſe: Let them be preſented to the 
Ordinary of the place by the Miniſter, Church-wardens, and Side-men 


.or Queſt-men of the Pariſhes where they dwell, and there receive ſuch 


punilhment by Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures, as ſuch Obſtinacy doth worthily 
deſerve: that is, Let them (perſiſting in their wilfulneſs) be ſuſpen+ 
ded, and then after a months further Obſtinacy , excommunicated, 
Andlikewiſe if any Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, ſhall after the publiſhing 
hereof, either receive to the Communion any ſuch perſons which-are 
not of his own Chnrch and Pariſh, or ſhall baptize any of their 
Children, thereby ſtrengthening them in their ſaid Errors : Let him 
be ſuſpended and not releaſed thereof, until he do faithfully Promiſe 
that he will not afterwards offend therein. | 


LVIII. Miniſters reading Divine Service, and adminiſtring the Sacra- 
ments, to wear Surplices, and Graduates theremithal, Foods. 


Very Miniſter ſaying the publick Prayers, or miniſtring the Sacra-' 
E ments, or other Rites of the Church, ſhall wear a decent and 
comely Surplice with Sleeves, to be provided at the Charge of the 
Pariſh. And ifany queſtion ariſe touching the Matter, Decency, or 
Comelineſs thereof, the ſame ſhall be decided by the Diſcretion of the 
Ordinary. Furthermore, ſuch Miniſters as are Graduates, ſhall wear 
upon 
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upon their Surplices at ſuch times, ſuch Hoods as by the Orders of the 
Univerſities are agreable to their Degrees, which no Miniſter ſhall 
wear (being no Graduate) under pain of Suſpenfion. Notwithſtan- 
ding it ſhall be lawful for fuch Miniſters as are not Graduates, to wear 
upon their Surplices inſtead of Hoods, ſome decent Tippet of black, 
ſo it be not Silk. | 


LIX. Afniſters to catechizeevery Sunday. 


Þ*Y Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, upon every Sunday and Holy-day 
before Evening Prayer, ſhall for half an hour or more, examine 
and inſtruct the Youth and ignorant Perſons of his Pariſh, in the Ten 
Commandments, the Articles of the Belief, and in the Lord's Prayer : 
and ſhall diligently hear, inſtruct, .and teach them rhe Catechiſm ſet 


forth in the Book of Common Prayer. And all Fathers, Mothers, Ma- 


ſters and Miſtrelles, ſhall cauſe their Children, Servants, and Appren- 
tices, which have not learned the Catechiſm to come to the Church 
at. the time appointed, obediently to hear, and to be ordered by the 
Miniſter yatil they have learned the ſame. And if any Miniſter negle&t 
his Duty herein, let him be ſharply reproved upon the firſt Complaint, 
and true notice thereof given to the Biſhop or Ordinary of the Place. 
If after ſubmitting himſelf, he ſhall willingly offend therein again, let 
him be ſuſpended. If ſo the third time, there being little hope that 
he will be therein reformed, then excommunicated, and ſo remain 
until he will be reformed. Agd likewiſe, if any of the ſaid Fathers, 
Mothers, Maſters or Miſtreſſes,Children,Servants, or Apprentices ſhall 
negleCttheir Duties, as the one ſort in not cauſing them.ro come, and 
the other in refuſing to learn as aforeſaid : Let them be ſuſpended by 
their Ordinaries, (if they be not Children) and if they ſo perſiſt by 
the ſpace of a month, then let them be excommunicated. 


LX. Confirmation to be performed once in three years. 


"Oraſmuch as it hath been a ſolemn, ancient, and laudable Cuſtom 
þ inthe Church of God, continued from the Apoſtles times, that all 
Biſhops ſhould lay their Hands upon Children baptized and inſtructed 
in the Catechiſm of Chriſtian Religion, praying over them and, bleſ- 
ſing them, which we commonly call Confirmation, and that-this holy 
Aftion hath been accuſtomed in the Chuych in former Ages, to be per- 
formed in the Biſhops Viſitation every third Year : We will and ap- 
point, that every Biſhop or his Suffragan in his accuſtomed as

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do inhis own Perſon carefully obferyethe faid Cuſtom. And if in that 
year, by reaſon of ſome Infirmity, he be not able perſonally to Viſit, 


then he ſhall not omit the Execution of that Duty of Corfirmarion the 
next year after as he may conveniently. 


LXI. Miniſters toprepare Children for Confirmation. 


| 2062] Miniſter that has Cure and Charge of Souls, for the better 
accompliſhing of the Orders preſcribed in the Book of Common- 
Prayer concerning Confirmation, ſhall take eſpecial Care, as that 
none ſhall be preſented to the Biſhop for him to lay his Hands upon, 
but ſuchas can render anaccount of their Faith according to the Cate- 
chiſm in the ſaid Book contained. And when the Biſhop ſhall aſſign 
any time for the Performance of that part of his Duty, every fuch 
Miniſter ſhall uſe his beſt endeavour to prepare and make able, 
and likewiſe to procure as many as he can to be then brought, and by 
the Biſhop to be confirmed. 


LXIL Miniſters not to marry any Per ſons without 


Banns or Licence. 


N O Minifter, upon pain of Suſpenſion per t71ennimm ipo fatto, ſhall 
* celebrate Matrimony between any Perſons without a Faculty or 
Licence granted by ſome of the Perſons in theſe our Conſtitutions ex- 
| preſſed,except the Banns of Matrimony have been firſt publiſhed three ſe- 
_ veral Sundays or Holy-days in the timeof Divine Service in the Pariſh- 
Churches and Chapels where the ſaid Parties dwell, according to the 
Book of Common Prayer.Neither ſhallany Miniſter,upon the like pain, 
ynder any Pretence whatſoever, joyn any perſons fo Licenſed in Mar- 
riage at any unſeaſonable times, but only between the hours of Eight 
and Twelve in the Fore-noon, nor in any private Place, but either in 
the ſaid Churches or Chapels where ove of them dwelleth, and likewiſe 
in tinge of Divine Service : nor when Banns are thrice asked(and no Li- | 
| cenc in that reſpe@ neceſſary) before the Parents or Governours of 

the Parties to be married, being under the age of twenty and one years, 

ſhall either perſonally, or by ſufficient Teſtimony, Ggnifie to him their 
Conſents gliyen to the faid Marriage. 
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LXIM. Adinifters of Exempt Churches, not to Mavry without 
Banns or Licence. . 


| | TAGY Miniſter who ſhall hereafter celebrate Marriage between any 


Perſons contrary to our ſaid Conſtitutions, or any part of them, 
under colour of any peculiar Liberty or Privilege claimed to apper- 
tain to certain Churches and Chapels, fhall be ſuſpended per rrienmur, 
by the Ordinary of the Place where the offence ſhall be committed. And

dition) 'whofor notorious'Contumacy or other notable Crimes ſtand 


tawfully Excommunicate, (unleſs within three months immediately af- 
ter the faid Sentence of Excommunication pronounced againſt them, 
they reform themſelves, and obtain the Benefit of Abſolution) be every 
ſix months enſuing, as well in the Pariſh Church as in the Cathedral 
Church of the Dioceſs, in which they remain, bythe Miniſter openly in 
time &f Divine Serviceupon ſome Sunday, denounced and declared Ex- 
E 2 communicate,

Very Miniſter being a Preacher, and havingany Popiſh Recufant or 
E Recufants in his Pariſh, and thought fit by the Biſhop of the Dio- 
ceſs, ſhall labour diligently with them from time to time, thereby to 
reclaim them from their Errors. And- if he be no Preacher, or not 
ſuch a Preacher, then he ſhall procure, if he can poſſibly, ſome that 
are Preachers ſo qualified,to take pains with them for that purpoſe.

claim both them and all other withia his Dioceſs ſo affeted.

HE true, ancient and flouriſhing Churches of Chriſt being ever 
deſirous that their Prelacy and Clergy. might be had as well in 
-outward Reverence, as otherwiſe regarded for the Worthineſs of their 
Maniſtery,did think it fit by a preſcript Form of decent ard comely Ap= 
parel, to have them known to the People, and thereby to receive the 
Honour and Eſtimation due to the ſpecial Meſſengers and Miniſters of 
Almighty God : We therefore following their grave Judgment, and 
the ancient Cuſtom of the Church of Ernglaza, and hoping that in time 
new-fangleneſs of Apparel in ſome FaCctious Perſons wiil- die of it ſelf, 
do conſtitate and appoint, That the Archbiſhops and Biſhops, ſhall 
not intermit to uſe the accuſtomed Apparel of their Degrees. Like- 
wiſe all Deans, Maſters of Colleges, Archdeacons and Prebendaries 
in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches, (being Prieits or Deacons) 
Doctors in Divinity, Law and Phyſick, Batchellors in Divinity, Ma- 
ſters of Arts and Batchellors of Law having any Eccleſiaſtical Living, 
ſhall uſually wear Gowns with ſtanding Collars and Sleeves ſtrait at

1cribed, our meaning is not to attribute any Holineſs or ſpecial Wor- 
thineſs to the ſaid Garments, but for Decency, Gravity and Order, as 
1$ before ſpecified. In private Houſes and in their Studies, the ſaid 
Perſons Eccleſiaſtical may uſe any comely and Scholar-like Apparel,

THE Church-wardens -or Queſt-men of every Pariſh and two or three 

. or more diſcreet perſons in every Pariſh to be choſen for Sidernen or 
Aſſiſtants, by the Miniſter and Pariſhioners, if they can agree, ( other- 
wiſe to be appointed by the Ordinary of the Dioceſs ) ſhall diligently 
ſee, that all the Pariſhoners duly reſort to the Church-upon all Sundays 
and Holydays, and there continue the whole time of Divine Service :

O Pariſh Clerk upon any vacation ſhall be choſen within the 
City of London, or elſewhere within the Province of Canterbuy,

Vicar, by the Miniſter of that place for the time being: 
Which choice ſhall be ſignified by the faid Miniſter, Vicar or Parſon, 
to the Pariſhioners the next Sunday following in. the time of Divine 
Service. And the faid Clerk ſhall be of twenty years of age at the leaſt, 
and known to the faid Parſon, Vicar -or Miniſter, to be of honeſt con- 
verfation, and ſufficient for his Reading, Writing, and alſo for his com- 
zerent skill ini Singing (if it may be.)

'XCV. None tobe cited into divers Courts for trobate of - 
the fame WE. 


Oraſfnuch as many heretofore have been by,” Aparitors both of infe- . 
' riour Courts, and of the Courts of the Archbifhops prerogatives . 
much diftra&ted, and diverſly called, ang furmmoned for” probate = 

of Wills, gr to. take Adminiſtrations of the goods of perſons _—_ 
teltate .. 
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teltate, and are thereby vexed and grieved with many cauſelefs and un- 
neceſfary troubles, moleſtations and expences : we conſtitute and appoint, 
"That all Chancellors, Commiſfaries or Officials,or any other exerciling Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Jurisdiction whatſoever, ſhall at the firſt charge with an Oath 
all perſons called, or voluntarily appearing before them for the probate of 
any Will, or the Adminiſtration of any Goods, whether they know, or 
(moved by any ſpecial inducement) do firmly believe that the party de- 
ceaſed (whoſe Teſtaments or Goods depend now in queſtion) had at the 
time of his or her death, any Goods or good Debts in any other Dioceſs 
or -Dieeefles, or peculiar Jurisdi&tion within that Province , then in that 
wherein the faid party died, amounting to the value of five pounds. And 
if the faid perſon cited,or voluntarily appearing before him, ſhall upon his 
Oath affirm, That. he. knoweth, or (as aforeſaid) firmly believeth, that 

the ſaid party deceaſed had Goods or good Debts in any other Dioceſs or 
Diocefles, or peculiar Jurisdiftion within the ſaid Province, to the value 
aforeſaid , and particularly ſpecifie and declare the ſame: then ſhall he 
preſently diſmiſs him, not preſuming to intermeddle with the probate of 
the ſaid Will, or to grant Adminiſtration. of the Goods of the party fo 
dying Inteſtate : neither ſhallhe require or exact any other charges of the 
ſaid parties more then ſuch .only as are due for the Citation, and other 

Proceſs had and uſed againſt the faid parties, upon their further contuma- 
Cy ;. but ſhall openly and plainly declare and profeſs, That the ſaid cauſe 
belongeth to the Prerogative of the Archbiſhop of that Province, wil-

Judge for the Incompetency of his own Juriſdiction, diſmifled to the-

Urthermore, we decree and ordain, That no Judge of the Archbi- 
ſhops Prerogative ſhall henceforward Cite, or cauſe to be Cited ex 
officio any Perſon whatſoever to any of the aforeſaid Intents, unleſs he 
have knowledge that the Party deceaſed was at the time of his death pof-

O Dean of the Arches nor Official ' of the Archbiſhops Conliſtory,

Name, or in the name of the Archbiſhop, either ex officio, or at the In 
ſtance of any party, originally cite, ſummon, or any way compel, os 
procure to be cited, ſummoned, or compelled any perſon which dwelleth 
not within the particular Diocefs or peculiar of the ſaid Archbiſhop, to ap- 
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Pear before him or any of them, for any cauſe or matter wuatſoever be- 
longing to Eccleſiaſtical Cognizance, without the Licence of the Dioceſan 
firſt had and obtained in that behalf, other than in ſuch particular Caſes 
only as are expreſly excepted aad reſerved in and by a Statute An. 2.3 H8. 
cap. 9. And if any of the faid Judges.ſhall offend herein, he ſhall for e- 
very ſuch offence be ſuſpended from the exerciſe of his Office, for the 
ſpace of three whole Months. 


XCV.. Fhe Reſlraiat of double Buarrels. 


Adtven by former Conftitutions of the Church of Enpland, every Bi- 

ſhop hath had two Months Space to enquire and inf#rm himſelf of 
the ſafhciency and qualities of every Miniſter, after he hath been pre- 
ſented unto him to be inſtitured into any Benefice : yet for the avoiding 
of ſme inconveniencies,we do-now abridge and reduce the ſaid rwo Months 
unto eight and twenty days only. In refpe& of which Abridgement, we 
do ordain and appoint, that no double Quarrel ſhall hereafter be granted 
out of any of the Archbithops Courts at the ſuitof any Miniſter whoſoe- 
ver, exccpt he ſhall firſt rake his perſonal Oath, that rhe faid/ eight and 
twenty daysat the leaſt are expired, after he firſt tendered his Preſentation 
to the Biſhop, and that he refuſed to grant him Inſtitution thereupon : or 
ſhall enter Bonds with ſufficient ſureties tro prove the ſame to be true, 
under pain of Suſpenſion of the Granter thereof from the execution of 
his Office,, for half a year toties quoties, to be denounced by the faid Arch- 
biſhop, and Nullity of the double Quarrel aforefaid, ſo unduly procured, 
to all intents and purpoſes whatſoever. Always provided, that within the 
{aid eight and rwenty Days, the Biſhop ſhall not inſtitute any other to the 
prejudice of the faid party before preſented, ſub pena nullitatis. 


&CVI. Inhilitions not to be granted without the ſubſcription of "un 
Advocate. - 


"F* H AT the Jurizdictions of Biſhops may be preſerved (as near as 
may be) entire and free from prejudice, and that for the behoof of 
the Subjects of this Land, bettter provition be made, that henceforward 
they be not grieved with frivolous and wrongful Suits and Moleftations : 
It ts ordained and provided, that no Inhibition ſhall be granted out of any 
Court belonging to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury at the mſtance of any 
Party, unleſs it be ſubſcribed by an Advocate practiſing m the faid Court: 
whuch the ſaid Advocate ſhall do freely, not taking any Fee for the ſame, 
except the party proſecuting the ſuit, do volumarily beſtuw ſome Gratui- .

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ty upon him for his Counſel and Advice in the faid Cauſe. The like 
Courſe ſhall be. uſed in granting forth any Inhibition at the inſtance of any

'T is further ordered and decreed, 'That henceforward no Inhibition be

before the going out of any fuch Inhibition, the Appeal it ſelf, or a Co- 
py thereof” (avouched by Oath to be juſt and true) be exhibited to the 
Judge or his lawful Surrogate, whereby he may be fully inform'd, both 
of the quality of the Crime, and of the cauſe of the Grievance, before 
the granting forth of the faid Inhibition.

| Dawn age as they who break the Laws cannot in reaſon claim any

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the Rites and Orders of the Church of England, or for contempt of pub-

Pariſh Church and Chappel, ſhall yearly within forty days af- 
ter Eaſter exhibit to the Bifhop or his Chancellor, the names or Sirnames 
of all the pariſhioners, as well men as women, which being of the 
age of ſixteen years, received not the Communion at Eaſter before. 


CXIII. Miniſters may treſent. 


Ecauſe it often cometh to paſs, that the Church-wardens, Sidemen, 
B Queſt-men, and-ſuch other perſons of the Layity as are to take care 
-for the ſuppreſſing of ſin and wickedneſs in their ſeveral Pariſhes, as much 
as in-them lieth, by admonition, reprehenſ1on, and denunciation to their 
Ordinaries, do forbear to diſcharge their duties therein, either through 
' - fear of their Superiors, or through negligence, more then were fit, the 

 Licentiouſneſs of theſe times conſidered : We ordain, TI hat hereafter 
every Parſon and Vicar, or in the lawful abſence of any Par- 
fon or Vicar, then their Curates and Subſtitutes may joyn in every 
-preſentment "with the faid Church-wardens Sidemen, and the reſt above 
mentioned at the times hereafter limited, if they the ſaid Church-wardens 
and the reſt will preſent ſuch enormities as are apparent in the Pariſh : or 
it they will not, then every ſuch Parſon and Vicar, or in their abſence as 
aforeſaid, their Curates may themſelves preſent to their Ordinaries at 
ſuch times and when elle they think it meet, all ſuch crimes as they have 
1n charge, or otherwiſe, as by them { being the perſons that ſhould have 
the chief care for the ſuppreſſing of {in and impiety in their Pariſhes) ſhall 
be thought to require due Reformation. Provided always, that if any 
man confeſs his ſecret and hidden fins to the Miniſter for the unburthening 
of 
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of his conſcience, and to receive ſpiritual conſolation and eaſe of mind 
from him, We do not any way bind the faid Miniſter by this our Conſti- 
tution, but do ſtraitly charge and admoniſh him, that he do not at any 
time reveal and make known to any perſon whatſoever, any crime or of- 
fence ſo commirted to his truſt and ſecrecy (except they be ſuch crimes as 
by the Laws of this Realm his own life may be called into queſtion for con- 
cealing the ſame) under pain of irregularity. 


CXIV. Miiſters ſhall preſeut Recuſants. 


FE, Vy Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, ſhall carefully inform themſelves eve- 
ry Year hereafter, how many Popiſh Recuſants, Men, Women and 
Children above the age of thirteen Years ; and how many being Popiſhly 
given {who though they come to the Church, yet do refuſe to receive 
the Communion) are Inhabitants, or make their abode either as Sojour- 
ners or common Gueſts in any of their ſeveral Pariſhes, and ſhall fet down 
their true Names in writing(if they can learn them)or otherwiſe ſuch names, 
as for the time they carry, diſtinguiſhing the obſolute Recuſants from half 
Recuſants : and the fame ſo far as they know or believe fo diſtinguiſhed 
and fer down under their Hands, ſhall truly preſent totheir Ordinaries be- 
fore the Feaſt of the Nativity next enſuing, under pain of Suſpenſion 
to be inflicted upon them by their faid Ordinaries, and ſo every year 
hereafter upon the like Pain, before the Feaſt of St. Fohn Baptiſt. Allo 
we ordain, That all fuch Ordinaries, Chancellors, - Commiſlaries, Arch- 
deacons, Officials, and all other Eccleſiaſtical Officers to whom the ſaid 
Prefentments ſhall be exhibited, ſhall likewiſe within one Month after 
the Receipt of the ſame, under pain of Suſpenſion by the Biſhop, from 
the Execution of their Offices for the ſpace of half a Year (as often as 
they ſhall offend therein) deliver them or cauſe to be delivered to the Bi- 
ſhop reſpectively; who ſhall alſo exhibir them to the Archbiſhop within 
fix Weeks, and the Arcibiſhnp to his Majeſty within . other {ix Weeks 
after he hath received the ſaid Preſentments. 


CXV. Miniſters ard Churchwardens nat to be ſad for Preſenting. 


Hereas for the Reformation of Criminous perfons and diſorders 

\ in every Pariſh, the Churchwardens, Queſtmen, Sigemen, 

and ſuch other Church Officers are ſworn, and the Miniſter charged” to 

preſent as well the Crimes and Diforders committed by the ſaid Criminous 

perſons, as alſo the common Fame which is {pread abroad of them, where- 

by they are oftea malizned and ſometimes troubled by the faid Dilinquents 
"- 


or 
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or their Friends : We do admoniſh and'exhort all Judges, both Fceleſia® | 
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ſtical and Temporal, as they regard and reverence the fearful judgment- 
ſeat of the higheſt Judge, thar they admit not - in any of their Courts, 
any Complaint, Plea, Suit, or Suits againſt any fuch Churchwarden, 
Queſtmen, Sidemen, or other Church-Officers, for making any fuch pre- 
ſentmcats,. nor againſt any Miniſter for any preſentment that he ſhall make: 
all the faid preſentments tending to the reſtraint-of ſhameleſs Impiety, and 
confidering that the Rules both of Charity and Government do preſume 
thar they did nothing therein of Malice, but for the diſcharge of their 


' Conſciences. 


CXVI. Churchwardens not bound to preſent oftner than twice a Year: 


O Churchwardens, Queſtmen, or Sidemen. of any Pariſh , ſhall 
be inforced to exhibit their Preſentments to any having FEccleſiafti- 
cal Jurisliftion, above once inevery Year, where it hath been no 

oftner uſed, nor above twice in any Dioceſs whatſoever, except it be at 
the Biſhops Viſitation.For the which preſentments of every Pariſh Church or 
Chappel, the Regiſter of any Court where they are to be Exhibited, ſhall 


Not receive in one Year above four pence, under pain for every offence 


therein, of Suſpenſion from the Execution of his Office for the ſpace of a 
Month tories quoties. Provided always, that as good occaſion ſhall require, 


it ſhall be lawful for every Miniſter, Churchwardens, and Sidemen, to 
preſent offenders as' oft as they ſhall think meer. And likewiſe for any 
godly diſpoſed Perſon, or for any Ecclefaſtical Judge, upon knowledge 
or notice given unto him or them, of any enormous Crime within his Ju- 
risdiction, to move the Miniſter, Churchwardens, or Sidemen, as they

they ſhall find ſufficient cauſe to induce them thereunto, that it may be 
in due time puniſhed and reformed. Provided, that for theſe voluntary 


preſentments, there. be no Fee required or taken of them under the pain 


af, oreſaid. 


CXVII. Churchwardens 719t to be troubled for not preſenting of tner then . 


twice 4 year. 


O Church-wardens, Queſt-men, or Side-men ſhall be called' or cited, 
but only at the faid time or times before limited, to appear before 
any Eccleſiaſtical Judge whoſoever , for refuſing at other times to pre- 


ſent any faults committed in their Pariſhes , and puniſhable by Eccleſiafti-. 
«al Laws, Neither ſhall 'they nor any of them, after their preſentments 


exhibited 
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exhibited at any of thoſe times, be any further troubled for the ſame, ex- 
cept upon - manifeſt and evident proof it may appear that- they did then 
willingly and wittingly omit to preſent ſome ſuch publick crime or crimes 
as they knew to be committed, - or could not be ignorant that there 
was then a publick fame of them, or unleſs there be very juſt cauſe to call 
them for the explanation of their former preſentments.

appointed, ſhall always be one of the twa times in every year, when the.

riſdictions, having no known nor certain Regiſters, nor publick place to 
keep their Records in, by reaſon whereof many Wills, Rights and. Lega- 
cies, upon the Death or Change of ſuch Perſons and their private Nota- 
' -ries, miſcarry, and cannot be found, to the great prqudice of his Maje- 
'ſties SubjeCts : We therefore order and enjoyn that all ſuch Poſleflors and 
Exerciſers of peculiar JurisdiCtion,ſhail once in every Year exhibite into the 
publick Repiliry of the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or of the Dean and Chap- 
ter, under whoſe Juriſdiction the faid peculiars are, every original Teſta- 
ment of every perſon in that time Deceaſed, and by them proved. in their 
ſeveral peculiar Juriſdictions, or a true Copy of every ſuch Teſtament 
- examined, ſubſcribed, and ſealed by the peculiar Judge and his Notary. 
Otherwiſe if any of them fail ſo to do, the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, or 
Dean and Chapter, unto whom the faid Juriſdictions do reſpeCtively belong, 
ſhall ſuſpend the faid Parties, and every,qf them from the exerciſe of all 
ſuch peculiar JurisdiCtion, until they have performed this our Conſtitution.

uprightly and juſtly in his Office, without reſpect, or favour of Reward :

'CXXIX. Prodtors not to retain Cauſes without the lawful Aſſign- 
ment of the parties. 


TOne ſhall Procure in any Cauſe whatſoever, unleſs he be there- 
unto conſtituted and appointed by the party himſelf, either 
before the Judge, and by At in Court, or unleſs in the be- 
ginning of the Suit, he be by a true and ſufticientProxy there- 

unto warranted and enabled. We call that Proxy ſufficient, which is 
ſtrengthened and confirmed by ſome Authentical Seal, the parties Appro- 
bation, or | at leaſt his Ratification therewithal concurring. All which 
'Proxies ſhall be forthwith by the ſaid ProCtors exhibited into the Court, 
and be fafely kept and preſerved by the Regiſter in the publick Regi- 
ſtry of the faid Court. And if any Regiſter or Proctor ſhall offend here- 
in, he” ſhall'be ſecluded from the exerciſe of his Office for the ſpace of

CXXX. Prottors not to retain Cauſes without the counſel of an 
Aarwvocate. 


OR leſſening and abridging the multitude of Suits and Contentions, 
as alſo for preventing the complaints of Suiters in Courts Eccleſiaſti- 
cal, who many times are ' overthrown by the over-{ight and neglience, 
or by the ignorance and inſufficiency of Proctors, and likewiſe for the 
furtherance and increaſe of Learning, and the advancement of Civil and 
Canon Law, following the laudable cuſtoms heretofore obſerved in the 
Courts pertaining to the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , We will and or 
dain, That no Proctor exerciſing in any of them ſhall entertain any 
Cauſe whatſoever, and keep and retain the ſame for two Court days, 
Without the Counſel and advice of an Advocate, under pain of a years 
ſuſpenſion from his Practice : neither ſhall the Judge have power to releaſe 
or mitigate the faid penalty , without expreſs Mandate and Authority 
from the Arch-Biſhop aforeſaid. 
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CXXXI, Prodtors not to conclude in any caſe withqut the hnow-. 
ledge of an Advocate. 


O Judpe in any of the ſaid Courts of the Arch-Biſhop, ſhall admir 
any Libel, or any other matter, without the advice of an Advocate 
. admitted to practice'in the ſame Court, or without his ſubſcription : nei- 
ther ' ſhall any ProCtor conclude any Cauſe depending, without the know- 
ledge of the Advocate retained and fee'd in the cauſe : which if -any 
Prodtor ſhall do, or procure to be done, or ſhall by any colour whatſo- 
ever defraude the Advocate of his Duty-or Fee, or ſhall be negligent in 
repairing to the Advocate, and requiring his Advice what courſe is to 
be taken in the-cauſe, he ſhall be ſuſpended from all praftice for the. ſpace 
of ſix months, without hope of being thereunto reſtored before the ſaid

CXXXIIL Profors prohibited the Math, In Animam Domini ſui. 


Oraſmuch as in the probate of Teſtaments and Suits for Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Goods of perſons dying Inteſtate, the Oath uſually taken 

by Proctors of Courts, I: animam conſtituentis, is found to be inconve- 
nient : We do therefore decree and ordain, That every Executor or 
Suiter for Adminiſtration, ſhall perſonally repair to the Judge in that be- 
balf, or his Surrogate, and in his own perſon ( and not by Proftor ) take 
the Oath accuſtomed in theſe caſes. But if by reaſon of ſickneſs or age, 
or any other juſt let or impediment, he be not able to make his perſonal 
appearance before the Judge: it ſhall be lawful for the Judge ( there be- 
ing faith firſt made by a credible perſon, of the truth of his faid hinde- 
rance or impediment.) to grant a Commiſſion to ſome grave Eccleſiaſti- 
cal perſon abiding near the party aforeſaid, whereby he ſhall give power 
and Authority to the faid Eccleſiaſtical perſon in his ſtead, to miniſter the 
accuſtomed Oath above mentioned, to the Executor or Suiter for ſuch 
Adminiſtration, requiring his ſaid Subſtitute, that by a faithful and tru- 
ſty Meſſenger he certifie the faid Judge truly and faithfully what he hath 
done therein.

Irafmuch as it is found by experience, that the loud and confuſed cries 
and clamours of ProCtors in the Courts of the Arch-Biſhop, are noe 
only troublefom and offenſive to the Judges and Advocates, but alſo give 
occalion;to the Rtanders by, of contempt and calumny toward the Court 
it ſelf : that more reſpect may be Id to the Dignity of the Judge, then 
heretofore, and that cauſes may more eaſily and, commodioully be hand- 
led and diſpatched, we charge and erjoyn, 'That all Proctors in the faid 
Courts do efpegially intend, that the Adts be faithfully entred and fer down. 
by the Regitter, according to the advice and direction of the Advocate,

TO Biſhop, Suffragan, Chancellor, Commiſlary, Arch-Deacon, Official,

any Regiſter of any Eccleſtaftical Courts, nor any Miniſter belonging to 
any of the ſaid -Officers or Courts, ſhall hereafter for any cauſe incident 
'ro their ſeveral Offices, take or receive any other or greater Fees, then 
ſuch as were certified to the moſt Reverend Father in God, Fohn, late Arch-

under pain that every ſuch Judge, Officer or Miniſter offending herein 
ſhall be Suſpended from the exerciſe of their ſeveral Offices, for the ſpace 
of ſix Months for every fach offence.

Oraſmuch as we are deſirous to redreſs ſuch abuſes and pages 

as are ſaid to grow by Somners or Apparitors ; We think it meer 

- thatthe multitude of Apparitors be (as much as is poſſible) abridg- 

ed or reſtrained: Wherefore we decree and ordain, That no Bi- 

ſhop or Archdcacon, or their Vicars or Officials, or other inferior Ordi- 
naries, ſhall depute or have more Apparitors to ſerve in their Juriſdictions 
reſpeCtively, then either they or their Predeceflors.-were accuſtomed to 
have thirty years before the publiſhing of theſe our preſent Conſtituti- 
tions. All which: Apparitors ſhall by themſelves Extchbally execute their 
Offices, neither ſhall they by any colour or pretence- whatſoever cauſe or 
ſuffer their Mandates to be executed by any: Meſſengers or Subſtitutes, un- 
leſs it, be upon ſome good cauſe to + be firſt known. and approved by the 
Ordiriary of the place. Moreover, they ſhall not take upon them the 
Othce of Promoters or Informers for the Court, neither ſhall - they 'ex- 
at more or greater Fees than are in theſe our Conſtitutions formerly 
preſcribed. And if either the number of the Apparitors deputed ſhall . 
exceed the foreſaid limitation, or.any ok. the. faid Apparitors ſhall offend 
in any of the Premiſſes, the Perſons deputing them, if they be Biſhops, 
ſhall.upon Admonition of ' their; -Superiour, diſcharge the Perſons ex- 
ceeding the number fo limited : If: inferiour- Ordinaries, they ſhall be 
ſuſpended from the execution of their Office until they have diſmiſſed the 
 Apparitors by them ſo deputed, and.the Parties themſelves fo deputed ſhall 
for ever be removed from the Office of Apparitors : and if being fo remo- -
